reach, except in the Bible, no source of instruc. 
tion more important. And to aid you in this 
business, pe rmit me te recommend to your eare- 
ful perusal, two litle volumes on Providence, 
which L have found useful and comfortable to 
myself. The first is, Flavel’s “Mystery of 
Providence Opened ;” and the other is, Bostou's 
«Crook in the Lot.” These excellent treatises 
may be read over’and over again with profit. 
Perhaps, the best method of studying such 
books is not to read the whole at once, or in a 
short time, but to peruse a few paragraphs at a 
time, and then reflect upon the subject, and 
make application of what we read to our own 
case. And while Lam recommending workson 
this subject, 1 ought not to omit mentioning 
Charnock’s treatise on “ Providence.” 1 confess 
lam not so familiar with this as the treatises 
betere mentioned, but | have found tis oth- 
er writings, especially those on the divine at- 
tributes, so surpassing in excelicnce, that I feel 
willing to recommend any thing which ever 
proceeded from his pen.

vigilantly against those faults and foibles, into} 


We must be 
careful not to mistake mioroseness, for serious-

Why should the aged be more peevish and 
morose than others? If they are pious there 
ean be no good reason for it; but it is not diffi- 
enlt to nccount for the fact. In the decline of 
life a gradual change takes place in our physic il 
system, by which the mind is considerably af- 
fected; and often positive disease is added to 
this natural change. ‘The nervous system is de- 
biluated, and shattered; aud in consequence, 
the spirits are apt to sink, or to become irregu- 
lar. To these may be added, the afflictions and 
disappointments whieh most expericuce in the 
course of a long life, by whieh the teinper ts apt 
to be soured. And when men, by reason of the 
decay of mind and body, become disqualified 
for the same active services which they were 
long accustomed to perform, and these (all into

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Tue CHRISTIAN SAILOR’S DEATH. 

_ Capt. Farren was born in E. Haven, on the enst 
side of New Haven harbor. He was the oldest 
of ten children—two of whieh died young—and 
OT the remaining eizht, all, exeept one, were pro- 
fessors of religion before the death of their moth- 
er, who dedicated them, with herself, to the Lord 
when she entered covenant with the church; 
and in the midst of great difficulties, and eoun- 
terneting circumstances, cue endeavored to bring 
them up inthe nurture and admonitionof the 

Lord, . 

Ju the former part of his life Capt. Farren was 
nt careless profane sinner, and was sinking, with 
others, as he often told me, into the pit of in- 
temperance 5 at Which he finally became alarmed, 
changed his course, and ardently engaged in 
the temperance reformation, Soon after that 
change, being winier bound in New-York, with 
some others, from our ports, they attended the 
ministration of the gospel at your elnpel, and 
three from this town returned apparently new 
creatures, and were received to the communion 
of our chureh, ‘This was in the year 1831, about 
the time of the beginning of the revival in our 
congregition ; in whieh the wife of Capt. Farren 
and other relatives were partukers, 

The first imerview | had with bie, after this 
event, } saw evidenee of the fact that be was a 
new creature ; and evidence of this soon appear. 
ed to the satisfaction of others, On the 28th of 
Aug. 1831, himself and wife, and other persons, 
in number 41, were received to the communion 
ofthe church, And, 1 think, that none of that 
number have given more satistactory evidence of 
the sincerity of their profession, This evidence 
also became brighter and stronger during his 
long sickness, tothe judgment of olf persons who 
heart his conversation, Uis sinfulness was a 
grenttrialto him. He ofien said to me—* Oh! 
A shall fail of heaven at last. Lean’ go there! 
Why? Ob! fam so vile, so wicked, aud un- 
clean—and God is so holy, and heaven so pure, 
that such a vile creature as Lan will not be ad- 
mitted tiere. Well, there is but one other place 
to go to, and what will you do if you go there ? 
In agony be promptly replied, with groans and 
erying, Ol! LT can’t goto hell, my God is not 
there. LT love :ny God, and wautto be where he 
iss Oh! f cant endure the thought of being 
separated from my God—the ever-blessed Gad 
Whom my soul loves, TP love his word —his hoe- 
ly day—his ordiiances—his people—Oh ! Lwant 
to be in their co:npiny fer ever? And the main 
thing he wanted me to urge in prayer for him 
was, that he might be holy, and be like God, 
“fT want to he,” said he, “and tode whatever he 
requires of inc.” 

Sometimes, sail he, Lam distressed for my 
children; but TE give then allap, and eomonvit 
them, with their mother, into the hands of Christ. 
This was the general frame of his mind during 
his long sickness, [t was also with him a matter 
of great satisfaction, that he had done something, 
though at considerable hazard, im the eause of 
temperance; and in which the Lordi mani- 
festly supported and succeeded himn.—Sailer’s 
Magazine. 


BIBLE ANECDOTE, 

The following was related at the late anniversaries in Lon- 
don, by Rev. J. Cox. 

« A circumstance was lately brought to my 
knowledge, by an individual from the East in- 
dies, which tends to illustrate the knportance and 
value of the Bible ; and to show in what virions 
ways its benefits may be displayed, when we are 
not, perhaps, conscious of the lappy effects 
which it is secretly producing. Archdeacon 
Corrie, late Bishop of Madras, was, at the time of 
which [E speak, the Chaplain of Allahabad, At 
that time there was no Hindostanee version of 
the Seriptures; and it was his eusiom to trans- 
late, on sinall bits of papers, striking passages of 
Scripture into the Hindostanee language, and 
every morning distribute these papersat his deor. 
Twenty years afterward, he received a com- 
munication from a Missionary at Allahabad, who 
informed hind that a person in ill health had ar- 
rived there, and that he had been to visit him. 
He had come to see his friends, and die among 
them, after an absence of more than twenty 
years, The missionary had visited him there sever- 
al times, and was astonished at his knowledge of 
the Seripture, and his impression of its great re- 
alities, that he put the question, * How is it, my 
friend, that you are so well informed in the Sa- 
cred Seripures? You have told me you have 
never seen a Missionary in your lite, noe any 
one to teach you the way of life and) salvation? 
And what was bis answer my Lord? He put 
bis hand behind bis pillow, sad drew out a bun- 
dle of well worn and-tattered bits of paper; and 
he said, * Prom these bits of paver, wheel a Sa- 
hib distributed at lis door, whom | lave never 
seen since, bave L learned all, These papers, 
which | received twenty years azo, and have 
read every day, ull they are thus tumbled nud 
spoiled, are passages of Seriprure in the Hindos- 
tanee language ; from them ‘Pf have derived all 
the information on eternal realities which TL aow 
possess, ‘This, suid) tie, is the seuree of my in- 
formation; thence | have derived my know- 
ledge.” 


TUE VANITY OF SIN, 


The mind of man, the guide and source of his 
actions, While it is estranged from God, is noth- 
ing but a forge of vanities. The Apostle St. 
Paul speaks this of the Gentiles, that they became 
vain in their imaginations, and their foolish heart 
was darkened, Kou. i. 21, their great naturalists 
and philosophers not excepted ; and the more 
they strove to play the wise men, the more they 
befooled themselves. Thus likewise, Eph, iv. 
17.) And thus the Lord complains by his proph- 
et Isaiah, of the extreme folly of his people ch, 
xliv. 20, and by Jeremy, that thetr hearts are lod- 
ges of vain Uioughls, ch. iv. 14: and these are 
the true cause of a vain conversation, 

The whole course of man’s life, out of Christ, 
is nothing but 2 continual trading in vanity, run- 
ning a virele of toil and labor, and reaping no 
profitatall, ‘This is the vanity of every natural 
man’s conversation, that net only others are not 
benefited by it, but it is fruitless to himself; 
there arises to him ne solid good out of it, That 
is most trily vain which attains not its proper 
end ; now, since all a man’s endeavors ann at bis 
satisfaction and contentment, that conversabon 
which gives him nothing of that, but removes 
him further from it, is justly called vate conver- 
sation. What fruit had ye, suys the Apostle, in 
those things whereof ye are now med? Rota, 
vi. 21. Either count that shame whieh at the 
best grows out of them, their fruit, or confess 
they have none ; therefore they are called the un- 
fruitful works of darkness. Eyles. v. 11. 

Let the voluptuous person say it upon his 
death-bed, what pleasure or profit doth then 
abide with bin of all bis former sinful delight: 
Let him tell if there remain any thing of them 
all, but that which he woukl gladly not have to 
remain, the sting of an acensing conscience, 
Which is as lasting as the delight of sin was short 
and vanishing. Let the covetous and ambitions 
declare freely, even those of them who have 
prospered most in the pursuit of riches and hon- 
or, What ease all their possessions or titles do then 
help them to, whether their pains are the less be- 
cause their chests are full, ar their houses stately, 
or a multitude of triends and servants waiting on 
them with hat and knee. And if all these things 
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cannot ease their body, how much less ean they 

uiet the mind! And therefore is it mot true, 
that all pains in these things, and the uneven 
ways into which they sometimes step aside to 
serve those ends, and generally, tat all the ways 
of sin wherein they have wearied themselves, 
Were vain rollings and tossings up and down, not 
tending to a certain haven of peace and happi- 


ness? Trisa lamentable thing to be deluded a 
whole life-time with a false dream.

Co-operation among the Friends of Peace. | 


The cause of peace has always suffered from 
the want of co-operation among its friends; and, 
we have been surprised to find even good men, 
who professed attachment to this cause, and a 
desire that something specific and decisive should 
be done for its promotion, still reluctant to co- 
operate for the purpose on any common ground. 

Here is a very serious obstacle 5 and at whose 
door does the fault lie 2? ‘The Jeading friends of 
this enterprise, 0 fur trom lacking a disposition 
to conciliate, have aimed se to construct their sys- 
tein of operation, that those who are willing to 
do anything for the promotion of peace, could 
all consistently unite. Whether they believe or 
deay wars strictly defeusive to be contrary to the 
gospel, they have been invited to co-operate in 
seeking a great common object, the eotire abo- | 
lition of Us custoin ; wor have we been wont to) 
repel auy sincere frieuds of the cause, either by | 
denouncing them as ultraists because they go a/ 
little farther in their views than we do, or by re-| 
preaching them as time-servers, because they do | 
hot Cowe quite up Lo our standard, 

Such bas been the general course of Peace Bo- | 
cieties. More than nine-tenths, perhaps forty- 
nine iu fifty, have acted on this catholic, eoncili- 
atory principle. The London Peace Society, 
though discarding every sperics of war as eon! 
trary to 2 religion of universal peace and love, 
has still admitted the co-operation of those whi | 
retain their doubts concerning the incouspatilili- | 
ty uf wars purely defensive with the preerpis of 
the gospel, aud recommended that its auxiliaries | 
should be organized insuch a way as to enbrace | 
all the active (riends of peace without relerence 
to this vexed question, ‘The peace societics of 
Massachusetis, Connecticut, Kiode Island, and | 
other parts of our own country, are well known | 
to have goue upon this pian; the American | 
Peace Society was orgunized in the saue way ; 
and the laic revision of iis coustiiution Was nei lie 
er desigued vor expected to exclude tro: co- 
Operation any that are willing to use means for 
the promotion of universal and permanent peace, 
_ Do you ask, then, for the reason of any change 
in #8 constiution on this point? The Society, 
while proiessing lo uke no ground asa society 
on the subject of detensive war, was iu fact: re- 
garded as leudiog us countenance to such wars, 
just as those who olject w a pledge of alsti- 
nevee froim all intoxicating drinks, are claimed ae 





udvocates for soine use of fermented liquors ; aud 


afew of our members so uawisely expended all 
their zeal for pence in trying to keep defensive 
war in repute, that believers in the duty of total 
Abstinence from this enstom, disgneted and alarm- 
ed, thought it inconsistent for themselves to co- 
operme without a pledge from the society, thit its 
influence should be allowed no longer to enceur- 
age war in any form. ‘The demand appeared 
so reasonable, that the revised constitution guve 
such a pledge by reeggnizing for its basis the 
contrariety of all war to the spirit of the gospel, 

Under sucha coustitution, eannotall the friends 
of peace consistently unite? We do not propose 
this principle asa pledge ; we do pot enforce it 
asa test; we merely give it x8 a guarantee, that 
our influence as a society shall never go to coun- 
tenanee any form of war, Our general course is 
still the same. We continue to circulate our old 
tracts us the best we can find to promote our great 
object. Our agents, with a single addition of 
kindred character, are the same as before ; anid 
they deliver essentially the same lectures, and use 
in nearly all respects the same means for advane- 
ing the cause, 

Our instrument is the simplest form of moral 
suzsion. We do not expect, like some other en- 
terjirises of retorm, to accomplish our object by 
tests and pledges. We seek to diffuse light con-

seafluld. In the confessions of criminals, the viola- 
tion of the Sabbath generally holds a primary rank. 
They generally testify that their moral sense was 
first blunted by breaking the Sabbath—that the 
pious example and warning voice of parental affec- 
tion lost on them their salutary influence—and tha‘ 
then they were easily led captive by those who 
lie, and steal, and take God's name in vain. 
Agreeably with the tone of moral and religious 
feeling in this region of puritanic principles, a strict 
observance of the Sabbath has always been supposed 
to be so necessary for the good order of society even,

serves the severest reprimand our language can give. 

It will be grauifying to the readers of the Watch- 
man,to be informed that several of the Chiefs | 
among these visiters belong to tribes where the! 
Baptist Board of Foreign Missions has established | 
missionary stations, and that the son of one of them | 
is now under the instruction of Rev. Mr. Merrill,’ 
(formerly of Maine,) who is located among the Ot | 
toes. We have been gratified to learn that, by the | 
direction of the Board,some suitable presents were | 
made to these red men of the forest, as an expres- ' 
sion of friendly and Christian feeling, which, by their! 
emotions, and through their interpreter, appeared to | 
be very gratefully received. 

But, alas, who does not see, that the influence of | 
such practices before their eyes, must greatly en- | 
hance the toil of our missionaries in convincing |

For the Watchman, 
HOME MISSIONS.—No, 14. 

‘Too much care cannot be taken of the intellectual 
and moral improvement of our large country towns 
and rising villages. These are numerous and rap- 
idly multiplying in our Commonwealth. There is 
now scarcely a county where they are not increas- 
ing in number and influence in a surprising degree. 
It is matter of congratulation that the cause of edu- 
cation is coming up to bless our children and youth, 
and that Lyceums are engrossing so much of the 
public attention. 

The young gentlemen and ladies of our State are 
sharing largely in these latter institutions. The de- 
bates, lectures, exhibitions and experiments, are 
giving a etimulus to the mental resources already 
acquired in our schools, and developing those pow- 
ers which would otherwise lie dormant in our me- 
chanical, mercantile and agricultural communities. 
The direction thus given to the mass of mind now 
ready to be acted upon will doubtless be of a salu- 
tary and abiding character. All this is well; and 
there is abundant room for much more effort of a 
similar kind in the State. 


er, of that denomination resided in the village. 
There was one man, who cherished the hope, fora 
long time, that he should live to witness the estab- 
lishment of a Baptist church in that place. His 
anticipations were realized. The church consisted 
at first of sizteen members; siz of whom were 
males. 

This little band was supplied with the preached 
word and its ordinances by Rev. Shubel Lovell, now 
of Fall River for a short period; but their meet- 
ings were sustained chiefly by the exercise of the 
gifla of private brethren until Feb. 1825. Rev. 
Caleb Benson supplied them three-fourths of the 
time for one year. 

Rev. Mr. Benson was succeeded by several min- 
isters, who labored with the church for a few weeks 
or months each. Among these were Rev. William 
Philips, now of Charlestown, and Rev. John Allen of 
Seekonk. Near the close of 1826, Rev. Silas Hall 
ot Attleborough, was installed pastor of this church. 
Ile, it seems, was the first who sustained that en- 
dearing relation to this infant body. This connec- 
tion continued, and was blessed until March 1830, 
when Rev. Mr. Hall solicited and received a dis- 
mission. 

In June 1830, Rev. Seth Ewer succeeded Rev. 
Mr. Hall, but continued in the pastoral office but a 
short season. Rev. William Bowen, now in Con- 
necticut, supplied a few months during the winter of 
1830—1. 

In June 1831, Rev. B. C. Grafton, now of Wick- 
ford, R. I., became pastor of the church and contin- 
ued its devoted and successful under shepherd un- 
til May, 1834. During his ministry much was ac- 
complished. Messrs. Edward Wilcox, Calvin 
Woodward and Ebenezer Staples were elected dea- 
cons March 8, 1833. They sustain the same of- 
fice at present. 

From the commencement of their visibility, the 
church had no stated place of public worship, ex- 
cept a hall or private room, until 1824, when they 
erected a sinall house 40 by 32 feet in a distant por- 
tion of the village. But in 1831, through the ef- 
forts of Rew Mr. Grafton and the aid of many lib- 
eral friends at home and abroad, the church and 
society succeeded in erecting a neat and commodi- 








But atter all, that to which we most confidently 
luok for the elevation and preservation of our belov- 
ed country, and the lasting benefit of individuals, 
is the “ glorious gospel of the blessed God.’ This | 
gospel must be promulgated and come in contact | 
with the heart and conscience to do essential ser- | 
vice. Nothing else can enlighten, sanctify and save 
the soul. The means to accomplish this are the | 
Sabbath-school, the Bible Class and the preaching | 
of the gospel. The public means of grace, then, in | 
a town or village, is one of the greatest blessings 
with which it can be enriched. No other means of | 
intelligence and virtue can possibly equal this. God 
has especially appointed the ministration of the di- | 
vine word for that express purpose. 
tractive, easy of access, and the better adapted in 
its ministration to the taste and character of the | 
population, the greater the blessing and the more | 
certain, under God, the hope of success. 

The Baptist denomination have, in times past, 
been quite too unmindful of these latter important 
considerations. They have appreciated the gospel 
and its holy institutions and loved the cause of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. But they have not seen and 
felt the importance of bringing these things into 
such notoriety as to attract attention. They have 
usually located their meeting-houses at a distance 
from the main body of the people, or in some ob- 
scure corner of the town or village. The appenda- 
ges have been of such a character as to repel rather 
than to invite the attendance of the intelligent and 
enterprising. ~ The consequence has been that the 
assemblies were small!,and inefficient churches have 
lingered out a kind of miserable existence for a term 
of years. This has not been the fact with all our 
churches, but it has too frequently been the case.

adverse influences within and without im quite too 
many instances. A letter written by the late la- 
mented N. R. Cobb gives a correct representation of 
this subject. He was a sagacious Christian and 
strongly attached io the Saviour’s cause and the 
true interests of the Baptist churches. “1 find here 
no special attention to religion. The congregations 
are small, and the meeting-houses few. That of 
the Baptists is the best, and for the first time, al- 
most, the inost central; but there appear to be very 
few men desirous to do good as they have the op- 
portunity. Half of the congregation nearly is from 
the bozrding houses and their dinner honr is two 
o'clock, but our Baptist friends are determined not 
to court the world, and therefore, commence their 
afternoon service at half past one. The conse- 
quence is, they have a very thin congregation in 
the afternoon, and the regular members have the 
opportunity to compare their zeal with those who 
prefer their usual dinner to attending a Baptist 
meeting at such an unreasonable hour. and 
and myself attended the Presbyterian house in 
the afternoon. All this is pretty much of a piece 
with the management of many of our Baptist 
‘friends in this part of the State. There was in the 
town of , a few years since, a Baptist meeting- 
house, builta mile and a half out of town, for the 
same laudable purpose of showing who would and 
who would not “Take cp tae Cross” and walk 
that distance rather than attend elsewhere. But 
truth is mighty, and though pressed down it pre- 
vailed. There wasa call for a new house in the 
centre of the town. All said it should be a Baptist 
house ; but the brethren were afraid they should be 
seeking “ Porutarity,’’ and would not build in the 
centre. Then the Presbyterians took hold, and they 
built and prospered. ‘The town increased and there 
was again another call for a new house. As before 
the Baptists were again preferred, but again this 
looked too worldly. The Episcopalians built, and 
the Baptists kept upon the outside as before. O 
when will they get rid of affected humility, and 
heartily unite together in building up the Redeem- 
er's kingdom.” The above remarks will apply to 
many other towns in this Commonwealth. 

But we fondly hope that the policy of the denom- 
ination has somewhat changed within a few years 
past. A generation of more enlarged views and 
extended efforts is coming upon the stage It is to 
be desired, thut in the enlargement of their opera- 
tions they may not lose that ardent piety by whieh 
their fathers were characterized. For although the 
Baptists were not wise in the things of this world, 
they were godly men and sought to please God. 

The Baptist church in Taunton village was con- 
stituted June 16,1919. Tho council convened in 
the house of Mr. Thomas C. Brown. Pastors and 
delegates were present from the following churches, 
viz.:—-First in Providence, Pawtucket, Taunton, 
Somerset, Dighton, Seekonk and Foxborough. Rev. 
Stephen Gano of Providence, was elected Modera- 
tor, and Rev. David Benedict of Pawtucket, Scribe. 

Afler mature deliberation and solewn prayer it 
wag unanimously resolved to organize a church in 
the village of ‘Taunton, called the Second Baptist 
Churclvin Tanaton, Previous to 1819, there were 
Baptists in the town, who connected themselves

There have been united with 
the church since its organization one hundred and 
ninety-one members. Of these four have been 
dropped from the catalogue, twelve have died, twen- 
ty-six have been dismissed, seventeeen excluded, 
and one restored.

This church has received the fostering care of the 
Massachusetts Baptist Convention. Several sums 
at different times have been appropriated to its use. 
But the church and society have ever been ready to 
make such returns as their ability and opportunity 
would allow. The last appropriation was $150. 
The pledges from the church and society for the 
same year already amount to $125, to the Conven 
tion. . 

This church and society are now in a very pros- 
perous and happy condition. They have shared in 
the calamities of the past season of pecuniary em- 
barrassments with their neighbors ; but are holding 
“on the even tenor of their way’’ in hope of better 
times. They say “in view of all the trials and all 
the successes”’ of the past they may exclaim, “ Hith- 
erto hath the Lord helped us, and to his name be 
all the glory.” 

Such examples very much encourage our efforts 
in Home Missions. If our churches are sustained 
hy our pecuniary efforts and sympathies which they 
are struggling in early infancy, they will amply pay 
in riper years. This church leaned upon others, 
and receiving their aid and sympathy were encour- 
aged to exert themselves. Had they not have been 
permitted to hope for succour in case they must 
have it, such were their weakness and discourage- 
ments, that they would have relinquished the ex- 
pectation of success and never put forth an effort. 
But being met with open arms their success has 
more than equalled their most sanguine expecta- 
tions. They were determined to make one mighty 
effort and continue that effort until their resources 
should fail or a blessing should he realized.

LETTER FROM VIRGINIA. 


The following is an extract of a letier from the 
Rev. Z. Freeman, late from the state of New on 
to the Editor of the New-York Baptist Rew...

Svon after noon the 
Jani or presiding priest, with the aid of his assis- 
tants, fastens the unfortunate victim toa strong post, 
which las been firmly fixed into the ground and there 
sticding erect he suffers the cruel torture (humanity 
shudders at the reeital) of having the flesh cut from 
his bones in small pieces by the Knives of the savage 
srowd, who rush on him and contend with each 
ther fora portion. Great value is attached to the 
first morsel cut from the vietimn’s body, for it is sup- 
posed to possess greater virtues, and a proportionate 
eagerness is evinced to acquire it; but considerable 
danger to the person of the operator attends the feat 
rit happens also that equal virtues are attributed 
to the flesh of the lucky holder of the first slice. To 
guard against so distgreeable an appropriation, a 
village will perhaps depute one of its number to en- 
deavor to secure the much desired object, and they 
rdingly arm him with a knife a (mereri) tie

Reroxt on Water.—The Daily Advertiser of 
Monday contains a copious abstract of the report 
of the Commissioners, appointed by the City Coun 
cil, to examine the sources from which a supply 
of pure water can be obtained, and the best means 
of introdacing and distributing itto the inhabitants 
—from which tt appears that the Commissioners 
have faithfully investiyated the subject—and we 
doubt not that the result of their labors wall be 
highly satisfactory to their fellow citizens 

The Comiuissioners alter waking all the neces- 
sary calculations, have come to the conclusion 
that provision should be made for an immediate 
supply of not less than 1,600,000 galions a day, to 
be extended in five years to 2,500,000 gallons, and 
in ten years to 3,090,000 gallons, and that the sys 
tem of works should be such an one as will ad 
of extension, for the purpose of meeting a 
The Commis. 
sioners give their reasons for being opposed to the 
attempt of introducing water by means of Ar‘esian 
wells They have examined all the ponds and 
other sources of soft water in the vicimity of Bos- 
ton, and furnish a table of the area of a great num- 
ber of ponds in acres, and heig!t above the level of 
the sea. Of the whole, all were rejected, however, 
with the exception of Spot Pond, Lung Pond, 
Mystic Pond, Neponset River, and Char'es River.

ORDINATION AT TAUNTON. 

On Thursday last, Mr. S. Horxins Emery, war 
ordained pastor over the Spring Street Charch, 
Taunton.

positions before the attorney general. 

One habitant has been found dead in the thicket 
beyond Longueil, where the cavalry was attacked on 
Thureday last. ‘Two companies of the 32d regimen 
are to leave town this morning, in order to meet the 
seven prisoners, who will be escorted trom Chambly 
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Mecascuory Surpwrecx.—On Wednesday, last 
week, the 22d inst., in the gale, the schooner Spar- 
tan, Capt. Presbury, of Taunton, from New-York, 
Jaden principally with flour, was cast away on the 
north side of Race Point, Fisher's Island. The 
vessel was discoverec early in the morning breaking 
up, and two men still clinging to a pnrt of the 
wreck, who were soon after washed off and disap.
